TROPICAL CYCLONE WIND SIGNALS IN EFFECT 





No Tropical Cyclone Wind Signal is currently in effect. 
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Heavy Rainfall 
Today, light to moderate with at times heaw rains are still possible over Bicol Region, Eastern Visayas, Caraga, 
Cebu, and Bohol due to the trough of Tropical Depression “MARING’”. 
Lightto moderate with attimes heawrains maybegin affecting Occidental Mindoro, Palawan, and the rest of Visayas 
tomorrow as the southwesterlies enhanced bythe depression begins to affect the central portion of the country. 
Under these conditions, isolated scattered flooding (including flash floods) and rain-induced landslides are possible 
especiallyin areas thatare highly or very highly susceptible to these hazard as identified in hazard maps 


Severe Winds 
The latest forecast scenario for “MARING” shows thatthe hoisting of Tropical Cyclone Wind Signals over any land area 
in the country is unlikely. 


HAZARDS AFFECTING COASTAL WATERS 


Due to “MARING’” and the northeasterly winds, a Gale Warning is currently in effect over the northern seaboard of 
Northern Luzon and the eastern seaboard of Visayas. For more information, refer to Gale Warning #1 issuedat5:00 
PM today. 

Moderate to rough seas will prevail over the remaining seaboards of Luzon, the western seaboard of Visayas, and 
the eastern and western seaboards of Mindanao. Theseconditions are risky for those using small seacrafts. Mariners 
are advised to take precautionary measures when venturing out to sea and, if possible, avoid navigating in these 
conditions. 


TRACK AND INTENSITY OUTLOOK 


On the forecasttrack, “MARING’ will continue moving erratically in the next 12 hours before moving generallynorth 
northwestward over the Philippine Sea. The tropical depression is forecast to slightly weaken in the next 24 hours 
and into a remnantlow by Sunday morning. 

Considering the trend of changes in the forecastscenario in previous bulletins, there is an increasing likelihood that 
after “MARING” weakens into an LPA, the disturbance will merge with the tropical cyclone outside the Philippine 
Area of Responsibility. Then, the merged system will move generally northwestward or westnorthwestward towards 
Extreme Northern Luzon. The public is advised to continue monitoring for the possible changes in the track 
and intensity outlook for this tropical depression. 





Considering these developments, the public and disaster risk reduction and management offices concerned are advised to 
take all necessary measures to protect life and property. Persons living in areas identified to be highly or very highly 
susceptible to these hazards are advised to follow evacuation and other instructions from local officials. For heavy rainfall 
warnings, thunderstorm/rainfall advisories, and other severe weather information specific to your area, please 
monitor products issued by your local PAGASA Regional Services Division.
